TALLAHASSEE - — Opponents 
to Florida’s Present restrictive 
accounting laws say the regula- 
tions are proving a handicap’ to 
both local industry and national 


. firms who have established branch 


offices and plants in the state. 
Florida is the only. state that 

denies such reputable accounting 

organizations such as Price Water- 


house. & Co., Arthur Anderson &- 


Co. and other national CPA firms 
from doing business in Florida un- 
der their own names from their 
own permanent offices. 

While most of the larger indust- 
ries operating. in the state, witd 
stock listed on the Exchange; have 
employed these accounting firms 
in the past, the present law, they 
say, is proving a severe handicap. 

Legislation has been drafted to 
rectify the situation and will be 
considered by the Legislature. The 
new bill has found some opposi- 
tion by some local accounting 
firms who claim it would weaken 
controls and create unwanted com- 
petition. 

Proponents of the bill say oppo- 
sition is ridiculous as the old law 
no longer applies and if Florida 
hopes to continue its 
growth it is imperative that the 
restrictions are removed. Present 
restrictions prohibit branch offices 
of national accotinting firms to be 
opened in Florida. 

The corrective bill, proponents 
say, will in no way prove detri- 
mental to Florida accountants, It 
will in fact be helpful, they point 
out, as it will open opportunities 
for employment of Florida CPA's 
as officers and branch managers 
of leading national concerns in the 
accounting field.
